CHAPTER 575.

AN ACT to appropriate to Winnebago county a sum of money
therein named erroneously paid into the state treasury.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sectiox 1. On condition that the county of Winnebago pays
into the state treasury the sum of six hundred sixty-four dollars
and thirty-one cents, fish and game fines erroneously withheld
by the county under misapprehension of the law, the secretary
of state shall draw his warrant in favor of Winnebago county
in the sum of five hundred twelve dollars and the state treasurer
shall pay the same, out of any moneys in the general fund not
otherwise appropriated, as a refund of moneys erroneously paid
into the state treasury by the treasurer of Winnebago county
on account of suit taxes. It shall he lawful for the county of
‘Winnebago to appropriate and for the treasurer of said county
to pay to the state the sum of money above named which has
been withheld by the county.
